The Xerox Corp. said yester- 
day it is “cooperating fully” 
with tlae FBI in the search for 
the Xerox machines used t<| 
copy FBI documents stolen ii 
the March 8 raid on the FBIy 
Media, Pa., office. j 

Peter McCoJuugh, presided/ 
and chief executive officer dV 
Xerox, disputed earlier rM 
ports that Xferox would nd\ 
provide the FBI with samples 
of copy images produced by 
the type machines believed 
used by the thieves. 

“Despite public reports to 
the contrary,” McColough, 
said yesterday, “Xerox is coop- 
erating fully with the FBI as 
we would with any govern- 
ment law enforcement agency 
now and in the future.”. 

Gerard Mulligan, public re- 
lations director for a Xerox di- 
visiqn, said earlier that Xerox 
. . decided at the very high- 
est level” not to prov9de labo- 
ratory samples of the copy im- 
ages!. He said lists of custom- 
ers who lease the 660-series 
machines, the kind used to 
copy the documents, had been 
given to the FBI. 

Since the. night of the theft, 
copies of 31 different docu- 
ments have been sent to news- 
men and congressmen by a 
group calling itself ; the Citi- 
zns Commission to Investi- 
gate the FBI!
